TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  VORSLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  annual  report  on  the  health  of 
the  Urban  District  during  the  year  1963,  and  in  doing  so  I  follov/  the 
directions  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  Circular  l/64. 

The  birthrate  at  16,7  per  1,000  population  is  fractionally  higher  than 

that  for  the  previous  year  (16.5),  and  a  little  lower  than  the  average  rate 

for  the  five  years  1958-62  (17.0),  The  infant  mortality  rate  in  a  district 
like  ours  where  it  is  calculated  on  only  something  like  700  births  per  year 
is  notoriously  subject  to  fluctuations  since  a  few  infant  deaths  more  or  less 
in  any  one  year  will  make  a  big  difference  up  or  down  in  the  rate.  Neverthe¬ 
less,  it  is  worthy  of  comment  that  the  rate  for  1963,  9.7  infant  deaths  per 

1,000  live  births,  is  considerably  lower  than  the  national  rate  (20, 9),  end 

is  in  fact  an  all-time  low  record  for  the  District,  The  absence  of  any 
maternal  death  in  the  District  during  the  year  is  also  a  cause  for  satisfac¬ 
tion. 


Of  all  the  deaths  which  occurred  during  the  year,  65.7^  were  those  of 
persons  aged  65  years  and  upwards.  The  causes  of  death,  which  are  set  out 
in  Table  III,  followed  the  usual  pattern  except  for  the  remarkably  high 
number  of  cases  of  suicide.  Seven  men  and  five  women  took  their  own  lives  in 
1963,  the  highest  number  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain  in  any  singlt 
year  in  the  history  of  the  District.  This  is  more  than  twice  the  average 
number  of  suicides  during  the  ten  years  1953-62  when  there  was  a  total  of  32 
male  and  17  female  cases.  I  am  unable  to  offer  any  explanation  of  this,  but 
merely  draw  attention  to  the  sad  fact. 

No  situation  arose  during  the  year  in  connection  with  any  notifiable 
disease  which  gave  rise  to  anxiety,  and  the  pattern  of  notifications  was  very 
similar  to  that  of  recent  years;  862  of  the  952  notifications  were  in 

respect  of  cases  of  measles. 
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The  Clean  Air  Act  1956  has  nov  been  on  the  Statute  book  for  eight  years* 
The  Part  of  the  Act  which  deals  with  emissions  from  industrial  installations 
prescribed  a  seven-year  period  of  grace  (which  has  now'  run  its  course)  during 
which  time  industrialists  were  required  to  set  their  house  in  order  so  that 
their  plant  would  operate  as  far  as  is  practicable  smokelessly*  This  Part  of 
the  Act  is  mandatory,  whereas  the  Part  which  gives  to  the  Local  Authority 
power  to  make  Smoke  Control  Orders  (subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Minister) 
affecting  domestic  premises  is  permissive.  By  the  end  of  1963  only  11%  of 
the  premises  in  the  Urban  District  were  included  in  the  two  areas  subject  to 
Smoke  Control . Areas ,  and  I  regret  to  record  that  in  February  1964  the  Council 
decided,  in  view  of  difficulties  then  being  encountered,  to  shelve  for  the 
time  being  any  extensions  to  the  Smoke  Control  Area  already  established, 

(These  difficulties  arose  from  a  rather  vocal  opposition  to  the  Council’s 
proposed  programme,  based  on  alleged  shortages  and  poor  quality  of  some  types 
of  solid  smokeless  fuels,  and  from  reluctance  to  face  the  extra  cost  involved 
in  the  installation  of  appliances  capable  of  burning  ’hard'  fuels  in  newly 
declared  areas),  I  hope  that  it  will  not  be  too  long  before  progress  in  this 
field  is  resumed.  The  challenge  of  cleaning  up  the  air  which  we  and  our 
children  have  to  breathe  reminds  one  of  the  challenge  which  was  met  in  the 
last  century  by  Sir  Edwin  Chadwick  and  the  sanitary  reformers?  in  pursuing 
their  aim  of  ensuring  plentiful  supplies  of  safe,  unpolluted  water  and 
adequate  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  and  of  filth,  they  met  no 
end  of  difficulties  -  in  engineering,  in  cost  and  in  the  prejudices  of  vested 
interests.  They  were  not  daunted  by  the  thanklessness  of  the  task,  and  in 
the  long  run  they  triumphed  so  completely  that  we  today  take  for  granted  as 
the  basic  essentials  for  civilised  living  the  very  things  for  which  they 
fought  so  hard,  I  am  hopeful  that  Worst ey,  taking  courage  from  their  example, 
will  not  be  found  wanting  in  meeting  the  outstanding  challenge  of  the 
twentieth  century  -  that  of  cleaning  the  air. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr,  Haworth  and  the  staff  of  the  Department  for 
their  loyal  service,  to  the  Clerk  and  Solicitor  and  Officers  of  other 
Departments  for  helpful  advice  and  ready  co-operation,  and  to  you  for  the 
support  and  confidence  you  have  given  throughout  the  year.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  area  of  the  Urban  District  is  7,240  acres  and  is  bounded  on  the  north 
by  the  Borough  of  Farnworth  and  the  Urban  District  of  Kearsley,  the  Borough  of 
Swinton  &  Pendlebury  on  the  east,  and  the  Borough  of  Eccles  and  the  Urban 
District  of  Irlam  on  the  south  and  the  County  Borough  of  Bolton  and  Urban 
District  of  Tyldesley  to  the  west. 

The  area  slopes  gradually  from  north  to  south,  the  highest  point  being 
Spa  Lane,  near  the  Farnworth  boundary  which  is  379  feet  above  ordnance  datum, 
and  the. lowest  point  is  in  Barton  Road  near  the  Eccles  boundary  which  is  76 
feet  above  ordnance  datum. 

The  district  is  mixed  in  character  being  partly  rural,  partly  residential 
and  partly  industrial.  A  large  part  of  the  district  is  subject  to  mining 
subsidence , 

The  district  is  well  served  by  transport  facilities.  The  Bridgewater 
Canal,  along  which  large  quantities  of  coal  are  transported,  traverses  the 
district  from  east  to  west. 

Two  trunk  roads,  the  Liverpool  East  Lancashire  Road  (A. 5 80),  the 
Manchester  to  Chorley  Road  (A. 6)  and  a  length  of  the  M.62  Motorway  pass  through 
the  district,  the  latter  terminating  at  Worsley  Courthouse,  In  addition  there 
are  many  mineral  railway  lines  radiating  from  collieries  to  the  various 
disposal  points . 

A  wide  variety  of  industry  is  carried  on  in  the  district.  The  principal 
industries  are  as  follows:-  light  and  heavy  engineering,  tailoring  and 
garment  making,  cotton  spinning,  weaving  and  dyeing,  chemical  manufacture  and 
food  preparation  and  processing.  In  addition  a  large  proportion  of  the 
population  are  employed  in  the  mining  industry. 

No  conditions  of  occupation  appear  to  have  had  a  prejudicial  effect  on 
the  health  of  residents  of  the  district. 

There  were  14,243  inhabited  houses  at  the  31st  December.  This  represents 
an  occupation  density  of  3.02  persons  per  occupied  dwellinghouse . 

POPULATION  (TABLE  II) 

The  resident  population  of  Vorsley  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  at 
mid-1963  was  43,040,  an  increase  of  1220  on  the  estimated  population  for  the 
previous  year  (41820),  an  increase  of  15,690  on  the  1951  census,  and  an 
increase  of  2,647  on  the  1961  census. 
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The  number  of  live  births  during  1963  was  719  (375  males  and  344  females) 
as  compared  -with  688  in  1962®  This  gives  a  live  birth-rate  of  16.7  per  1 #000l 
population,  which  is  a  little  above  the*  rate  for  the  previous  year  (16*5)  but 
below  the  average  rate  for  the  five  years  1958/1962(17.0), 

STILL-BIRTHS  (See  Table  I) 

The  still-births  numbered  11.  The  still-birth  rate  was  15.1  per  1,000  live 
and  still-births  as  compared  with  24.1  per  1,000  in  1962  and  an  average  rate  of 
22.6  for  the  five  years  1958/62. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY  (See  Table  I) 

No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  1963 .  Only  one  such  death  has 
occurred  during  the  five  years  1958/62. 

INFANT  MORTALITY  (See  Table  I  and  II) 

During  1963  there  were  7  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  which 
gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  9.7  per  1000  live  births.  This  rate  is  lower 
than  the  average  rate  of  22.6  for  the  five  years  1958/1962  and  is  also  lower 
than  the  National  rate  of  20.9  in  1963, 


The  neonatal  deaths  i.e.  the  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  first  month 
of  life,  were  4  giving  a  neonatal  mortality  of  5,6  per  1,000  live  births  as 
compared  with  an  average  rate  of  16.9  for  the  five  years  1958/1962, 


The  perinatal  deaths  i.e,  the  number  of  still-births  (11)  plus  the  number 
of  deaths  occurring  during  the  first  seven  days  of  life  (4)  were  15.  This  gives 
a  perinatal  mortality  rate  of  20,5  per  1,000  live  and  still  births.

DEATHS 

(See  Tables  I  to  IV) 

The  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  during  the  year  was  470  compared  with  479 
in  1962.  The  crude  death  rate  was  10.9  per  1,000  of  the  population  as  compared 
with  11  .5  for  1962.  If  the  death  rate  for  the  District  is  to  be  fairly  compared 
with  that  which  obtains  in  neighbouring  districts  it  should  be  multiplied  by  the 
Registrar  General's  "comparability  factor"  (1.35  for  Worsley)  to  give  the 
adjusted  death-rate  of  14.7  per  1,000  population.  This  factor  takes  into  account 
the  differing  age  structure  of  the  populations  in  different  districts  and  the 
presence  in  any  district  of  a  chronic  sick  hospital  (which  would  otherwise  weight 
unfavourably  the  death  rate  for  that  district).  The  death  rate  ibr  England  and 
Vales  for  1963  was  12.2  per  1,000  population. 
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The  causes  of  death  are  clearly  set  out  in  Table  III.  it  will  be  seen 
from  the  table  that  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  was  duo  to  causes  relating 
to  the  heart  or  circulatory  system  (causes  Nos.  17  to  21 )  which  together 
accounted  for  247  deaths  or  52.5  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  high  proportion 
of  deaths  due  to  cancer  is  given  separate  mention  below,  Bronchitis  was 
responsible  for  43  deaths  or  9.1  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths. 

In  Table  IV  I  have  given  the  age  distribution  of  deaths,  and  from  this 
it  can  be  calculated  that  the  deaths  of  persons  aged  65  years  and  upwards 
accounted  for  65.7$  of  the  total  deaths.  During  the  five  year  period  1955/59 
the  average  percentage  was  63.0$.

The  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1963  represent  18.3$  of  all  deaths  in 
the  district,  and  give  a  cancer  mortality  rate  of  2.00  per  1,000  population. 
The  national  rate  for  1963  was  2.18  per  1,000  population. 

UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS  AND  INQUESTS 

During  the  year  there  were  87  deaths  (57  males  and  30  females)  in  which 
the  causes  of  death  were  certified  after  post-mortem  examination  and/or 
coroner’s  inquests.  This  represents  18.5$  of  all  the  deaths  in  the  district 
(compared  with  16.7$  in  the  previous  year).

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MORTUARIES 


No  bodies  were  admitted  to  tee  mortuary  at  Manchester  Road  Vest*  Little 
Hulton  but  2;  bodies  from  Little  Fulton  police  were  directed  to  Bolton 
General  Hospital, 

In  addition, 30  bodies  from  the  Walkden  police  area  were  directed  to  the 
Bridgewate  Hospital  for  post  mortem  examination. 

The  Council  decided  that  as  from  September,  1963  the  mortuary  at 
Manchester  Road  West,  Little  Hulton  should  be  closed  and  all  future  bodies 
from  the  Little  Hulton  area  should  be  directed  to  Bolton  General  Hospital, 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  (TABLE  V) 

There  were  952  notifications  of  infectious  disease  (including  tuberculosis) 
during  the  year  compared  with  222  during  1962.  862  or  these  were  cases  of 

measles , 

There  were  9  cases  of  confirmed  dysentery  which  was  a  decrease  of  49  on 
the  previous  year. 

There  was  18  confirmed  cases  of  food  poisoning, 

TUBERCULOSIS 


Statistical  particulars  relative  to  the  incidence  of  tuberculois  are  given 
in  Tables  VII,  VIII  and  IX,  It  will  be  seen  that  there  were  9  new  cases  during 
the  year  (8  respiratory  and  1  non-respiratory )  and  that  there  were  two  deaths. 
These  deaths  represent  a  death,  rate  from  tuberculosis  of  0.05  per  1 ,000 
population,  which  compares  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  0,063.  It 
will  be  seen  from  Table  VIII  that  there  was  a  net  decrease  of  1 3  in  the  total 
number  of  cases  known  to  the  Department  and  resident  in  the  District. 


VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 
Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

Infant  vaccination  gives  a  measure  of  protection  to  the  individual  for 
many  years;  should  the  disease  be  contracted  subsequently  it  is  generally  in 
a  modified  form  and  a  fatal  issue  is  unlikely. 

The  following  figures  show  the  number  of  vaccinations  done  in  the  District 
during  1963  and  the  previous  two  years

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Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus 


Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council,  parents  have  the  choice 

of  having  children  immunised  from  the  age  of  four  months* 

(i)  By  a  ’triple’  vaccine  giving  protection  against  diphtheria* 
whooping  cough,  and  tetanus; 

(ii)  by  a  ’combined’  vaccine  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough; 

(iii)  against  whooping  cough  only; 

(iv)  against  diphtheria  only; 

(v)  against  tetanus  only; 

(vi)  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus; 

(vii)  against  whooping  cough  and  tetanus; 

In  the  case  of  ’triple’,  ’combined1  or  whooping  cough  immunisation, 
three  injections  are  given  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  one  month* 

These  protective  injections  are  given  free  of  charge  at  Clinics  and  by 
general  practitioners  at  their  surgeries.  The  County  Council  pays  a  fee  to 
general  practitioners  for  sending  in  a  record  card  containing  particulars 
of  these  immunisations.

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council  in  accordance  with 
instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  vaccination  was  offered  during 
the  year  to  all  persons  who  had  not  at  the  time  of  their  application  for 
vaccination  reached  the  age  of  forty  and  also  to  the  following  small  groups?- 

(a)  Persons  going  to  visit  or  reside  in  a  country  outside  Europe, 

other  than  Canada  or  the  United  States  of  America. 

(b)  Practising  dental  surgeons,  dental  students,  dental  hygienists, 

student  hygienists,  dental  surgeons1  chairside  assistants  and 

their  families, 

(c)  Practising  nurses  not  working  in  hospitals  and  their  families, 

(d)  Public  Health  staff  who  might  come  into  contact  with 

poliomyelitis  cases  and  their  families. 

Up  the  end  of  xhe  year  a  total  of  14,890  residents  had  received  primary 
vaccination  since  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme;  575  of  these  vaccinations 
were  done  during  the  year  under  report.  During  the  year,  92  first 
reinforcement  doses  and  248  second  reinforcement  doses  were  given. 

Early  in  1962  the  use  of  Sabin  vaccine  by  mouth  was  commenced,  thus 
simplifying  the  administration  of  protection  against  this  disease. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council,  parents  of  children  about 
to  leave  school  may  be  invited  to  consent  to  their  children  being  skin-tested 
for  susceptibility  to  tuberculosis,  and  to  their  being  vaccinated  against 
tuberculosis  with  B.C.C.  vaccine  if  the  skin-test  shows  them  to  be  susceptible 
to  this  disease.  During  1963,  456  school  children  were  skin-tested  in  this 
manner,  393  were  found  to  be  susceptible  to  tuberculosis  and  390  of  them  were 
vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  Any  questions  about  B.C.G.  should  be  raised  with  the 
School  Medical  Officer  at  the  clinic. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948 


Section  47  of  this  Act,  as  amended  in  1951  gives  power  to  remove 
compulsorily  to  hospital  or  part  III  accommodation,  persons  in  need  of  care 
and  attention,  which  they  are  unable  to  provide  for  themselves  and  which 
they  are  not  receiving  from  other  persons. 

Action  is  only  taken  as  a  last  resort  when  a  person  is  in  an  advanced 
state  of  neglect  and  is  unwilling  to  go  voluntarily. 

No  cases  arose  during  the  year  in  which  action  under  this  section  was 
required . 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


I  Services  Provided  by  the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board 

1 .  HOSPITALS 

The  only  hospital  in  the  District,  Peel  Hall,  Little  Hulton  is  a 
small  unit  which  accommodates  both  male  tuberculosis  cases  and  female 
psychogeriatric  cases. 

The  District  is  served  in  the  main  by  the  undermentioned  hospitals.

2.  TUBERCULOSIS  SERVICES 


While  certain  aspects  of  this  work,  more  particularly  the  domicilary 
visiting  of  cases  and  contacts,  come  within  the  province  of  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer,  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  does  provide  the  following:- 

A  Chest  Clinic,  19-23  Barley  Street,  Farnworth.  New  cases  referred  by 

their  family  doctors  should  attend  any  Tuesday 
morning  between  9.0.a.m.  and  9.30.a.m.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  VORSLEI  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  reporting  cn  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
and  on  the  refuse  collection  and  disposal  services  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1963. 

Much  of  the  energy  of  the  department  was  directed  to  the  abatement  of 
atmospheric  pollution,  both  from  industrial  and  domestic  sources. 

In  the  industrial  field  it  was  pleasing  to  note  that  improvements  to 
boiler  plant  carried  out  during  the  past  few  years  have  resulted  in  a 
noticeable  reduction  of  dark  smoke  emitted  from  industrial  chimneys. 

On  the  domestic  side,  the  Central  Ward  No.  1  Smoke  Control  Order  came 
into  operation  on  the  1st  August,  and  the  survey  of  the  remaining  portion  of 
this  Ward  was  well  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  has  to  be  recorded, 
however,  that  there  was  a  growing  opposition  to  the  smoke  control  programme 
which  culminated  in  an  organised  protest  to  the  Council  and  also  in  the 
submission  of  a  petition  to  the  Ministry  requesting  the  suspension  of  the 
making  of  future  smoke  control  orders.  I  am  sure  that  in  the  years  to  come 
the  benefits  of  a  cleaner  atmosphere  will  prove  how  misdirected  was  this 
antagonosm,  sincere  though  it  may  have  been,  to  the  efforts  of  the  Council 
to  implement  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act, 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  which  came  into  operation  in  October, 
made  the  inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  in  the  district  for  human 
consumption  a  statutory  duty.  Formerly  there  was  no  obligation  to  provide  a 
one  hundred  per  cent  inspection  service  although  this  was  carried  out. 

The  refuse  collection  service  had  not  only  to  cope  with  the  ever- 
increasing  population  of  the  district  but  the  service  was  severely  tested 
by  the  Arctic  conditions  experienced  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  The 
thanks  of  us  all  are  due  to  the  men  who  heroically  kept  the  service  operating. 

I  wish  to  thank  fe  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  Dr.  Elwood, 
the  staff  of  the  department  and  other  officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
co-operation  during  the  year.

GENERAL  ADMINISTRATION 

The  number  of  complaints  received  during  the  year  amounted  to  459 
which  was  136  less  than  the  previous  year. 

It  is  significant  that  the  number  of  complaints  of  housing  defects  has 
steadily  dropped  during  the  past  few  years  .  This  is  largely  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  number  of  tenanted  houses  is  decreasing  yearly. 

A  general  impression  of  the  activities  of  the  department  can  be 
obtained  from  the  information  contained  in  Tables  XI,  XII. 

Three  statutory  notices  were  issued  but  no  legal  proceedings  were 
instituted . 

HOUSING 

Slum  Clearance 

29  houses  were  represented  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  being 
unfit  for  human  habitation. 

36  houses  were  demolished  and  6  houses  were  closed, 

92  persons  were  rehoused  during  the  year.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  FOOD  (TABLES  XV  &  XVI ) 


Inspection  of  Meat  &  Other  Foods  (Tables  XV  &  XVI ) 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  of  1963,  requires  that  all  carcases 
shall  be  inspected  in  accordance  with  the  procedure  laid  down  in  the 
Regulation. 

A  total  of  877  animals  were  thus  inspected  and  the  carcase  meat  and  organs 
condemned  amounted  to  1  cvt .  45  lbs.  This  small  amount  of  meat  condemned 
indicated  the  good  class  of  animals  that  are  slaughtered  in  the  district. 

The  Regulations  permit  a  local  authority  to  make  a  charge  for  this 
inspection  service,  but  in  view  of  the  small  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in 
the  district,  the  Council  decided  that  no  charge  should  be  made  at  present. 

Other  foods  condemned  amounted  to  360  lbs. 

Sampling  of  Food  &  Drugs  (Table  XYIl) 

Routine  sampling  of  foods  and  drugs  was  carried  out  during  the  year  under 
report  by  Officers  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  and  a  list  of  samples 
taken  within  the  Urban  District  is  given  in  Table  XVII. 

129  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for 
analysis  and  one  was  found  to  be  not  genuine.  Legal  proceedings  were  taken 
against  the  vendor  and  a  fine  of  £5  was  imposed, 

82  samples  of  other  foods  were  taken  and  8  were  found  to  be  irregular 
Food  Hygiene  (Tables  XI,  XIX) 

Whilst  it  is  pleasing  to  note  the  increasing  use  of  refrigerated  food 
cabinets  in  food  shops,  traders  should  be  careful  to  insure  proper  rotation 
of  goods,  particularly  such  perishable  foods  as  meat  pies  and  sausages. 

These  foods  even  under  refrigerated  conditions  soon  develop  mould  growth  and 
become  unsuitable  for  human  consumption.

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ATMOSPHERIC  pollution 


Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Polli.  ci  on 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North  Cheshire 
Consultative  Committee  for  the  investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution,  This 
body  consists  of  representatives  from  26  local  authorities. 

During  the  year  two  Volumetric  apparatus  were  in  use,  one  at  the  Public 
Health  Department  and  the  other  at  Hutton  County  Secondary  School.  The 
results  obtained  from  these  instruments,  shown  in  Table  XX,  are  forwarded 
monthly  to  the  Department  of  Industrial  &  Scientific  Research. 

Domestic 

The  Part  Central  Ward  No.  i  Smoke  Control  Order  became  operative  on  the 
1st  August,  1963,  This  area  included  856  premises,  and  these  together  with 
the  premises  already  included  in  the  Peel  Smoke  Control  Area  amount  to 
approximately  11$  of  the  total  premises  in  the  district. 

From  the  3rd  to  the  11th  May  the  department  staged  a  small  exhibition  of 
appliances  and  demonstrations  of  solid  smokeless  fuel  burning  at  shop  premises 
in  Bolton  Road.  The  exhibition  was  well  patronised  and  performed  a  useful 
means  of  supplying  information  and  advice  to  interested  persons . 

Industrial 


One  industrial  chimney  was  found  emitting  dark  smoke  in  excess  of  the 
permitted  period.  Repairs  to  this  plant  remedied  the  emission  of  dark  smoke. 

Six  offences  were  observed  to  have  been  committed  by  National  Coal  Board 
locomotives.  Although  no  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  a  joint  meeting 
was  held  with  officials  of  the  Board  who  indicated  the  steps  they  were  taking 
to  improve  conditions. 

A  general  improvement  was  noticed  in  the  later  months  of  the  year. 

GENERAL  SANITATION 

Water  Supply  r  " 

All  houses  in  the  district  except  the  farm  cottage  at  Rawsons  i'th’Nook 
are  connected  to  the  public  water  supply. 

The  northern  portion  of  the  district  is  supplied  from  the  Bolton 
Corporation  mains  and  the  southern  part  from  the  Manchester  Corporation  supply. 

Two  samples  were  taken  from  the  private  supply  at  Rawsons  i^h’Nook,  both 
of  which  were  satisfactory. 

Three  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  "the  Bolton  public  supply  all  of 
which  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage 


The  drainage  and  sewerage  system  of  the  district  is  partly  on  the  combined 
and  partly  on  the  dual  system,  and  except  for  the  isolated  farms,  covers  the 
whole  of  the  district. 

All  the  sewage  from  the  district,  with  the  exception  of  that  from  the 
Worsley  Road  North  area,  is  conveyed  by  trunk  sever  to  the  Eccles  Corporation 
Sewage  Works  for  treatment.  The  sewage  from  the  Worsley  Road  area  is  treated 
at  the  Kearsley  Works  of  the  Bolton  and  District  Joint  Sewage  Board, 

The  new  sewage  works  at  The  Sycamores,  Little  Hulton,  which  is  designed  to 
treat  the  sewage  from  a  population  of  approximately  26,000  was  officially 
opened  on  the  18th  September,  1963.

A  central  service  passage  between  the  ladies'  and  mens' 
section  houses  all  cisterns  and  pipes  which  should  reduce  the  amount  of  damage 
caused  by  vandals.  Wash  hand-basins,  with  cold  water  only,  have  been  provided 
at  these  conveniences. 

The  first  stage  of  the  improvements  to  the  Barton  Road  conveniences  were 
carried  out  during  the  year.  New  fittings  were  installed  and  internal  walls 
rendered  and  painted.  In  addition,  the  trees  and  bushes  on  the  land  surrounding 
the  building  were  thinned  and  turf  was  laid.  The  outside  brick  walls  were 
painted  white,  and  the  buildings  is  now  in  keeping  with  the  general  character 
of  Worsley  village.  It  is  hoped  to  complete  the  improvement  programme  next 
year  by  roofing  in  the  building.

418  dwelling  houses  and  71  other  types  of  premises  were  treated  during  the 

year. 

In  addition  the  Council's  sewers  were  treated  at  half  yearly  intervals  and 
once  again  only  slight  infestation  was  discovered, 

30  insect  infestations  were  treated  during  the  year.  Twelve  infestations 
of  bugs  were  discovered  during  the  year. 

In  addition  the  department  dealt  with  complaints  of  wasps ,  cockroaches, 
silver  fish,  earwigs  and  golden  spider  beetles.

Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Food)  Order,  1951 


This  order  prohibits  the  feeding  of  unboiled  waste  foods  to  animals  and 
poultry  and  requires  boiling  plants  to  be  licenced. 


Three  such  plants  are  licenced  in  the  district. 
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Refuse  Collection  &  Disposal 


In  an  effort  to  provide  a  more  regular  house  refuse  collection  service  the 
Council  proposed  the  introduction  of  a  cash  incentive  bonus  scheme*  After 
protracted  discussions  with  the  workmen  and  trade  union  representatives  the 
scheme  was  finally  rejected, 

A  further  scheme  in  which  each  collection  team  was  allocated  a  weekly  task 
together  with  the  payment  of  cash  incentives  at  holiday  periods  was  finally 
agreed  upon,  and  it  is  to  be  brought  into  operation  in  March  1964, 

In  November  a  pilot  paper  sack  scheme  was  introduced  on  the  Feel  Estate. 
Three  hundred  units,  wall  mounted  in  the  main,  together  with  a  small  number  of 
free  standing  units  were  provided.  The  exercise  should  provide  useful 
information  particularly  from  the  householders  point  of  view. 

Refuse  Disposal 

All  refuse  was  disposed  of  on  Berryfield  Tip  which  is  nearing  the  end  of 
its  useful  life.  Two  men  are  employed,  a  dozer  driver  and  a  driver/tip 
attendant » 

The  converted  refuse  wagon  used  for  soil  carrying  was  replaced  in  December 
by  a  Fordson  Tractor. 

During  1963  6215  loads  of  trade  waste  were  delivered  to  the  tip  for  which 
a  charge  is  made  -  2/6d.  for  loans  of  one  ton  or  less  and  5/-  for  loads  of 
more  than  one  ton,  amounting  to  an  income  of  £1,516.  7.  6d . 

The  quantity  of  waste  paper  collected  has  fallen  due  to  the  changeover  to 
rear  loading  vehicles  which  are  not  capable  of  use  with  existing  trailers.
